Then in the middie of it—while the New 
Deal had still failed to solve the economic 
riddle of America, failed to put the idle to 
work, failed to prime the pump—in the 
middle of al] this came the war, and at 
once the New Deal started to work fine. 
It worked not by changing its course, but 
by going ahead faster in the same course. 
That course was more government control 
of everything and more expenditure of 
money. The war, in fact, has carried the 
New Deal to a kind of economic perfection, 
or will do shortly. Everybody is going te 
work. The pump at last is primed. 


REVERSAL? ‘ 

E QUESTION, then, ts whether this 

process can be reversed after the war— 
whether the government can reduce its func 
tions and spend leas money without inviting 
a return to the Depression. Jt is my opinion 
it cannot, but that is just an opinion. The 
disquieting thing today is to find most 
Americans not thinking about it one way 
or the other. The experts are thinking. The 
financiers are thinking. Wall Street lies 
awake all night thinking. But the man on 
the street is taking the war boom as a mat- 
ter of course, without looking much ahead. 
That is natural. America has lived perpetu- 
ally on booms, with alternating depreasions 
since the earliest days. It has never looked 
far ahead because, in a rich country, it 
never had to. 

Now. I am aware that all this speculation 
adds up to precisely nothing. It adds no jot 
to your wisdom. But if I cannot explain the 
true inner meaning and the future of Wash- 
ington’s present state of advanced giantiam, 
it is hardly surprising. I have found no one 
in Washington who can explain it or pre 
dict its future. I have talked to some of the 
chief men of the nation, some of the men 
most responsible for building the machine. 
And they frankly do not know where it Is 
going, whether it is going to be a servant 
after the war or a Frankenstein.

They may be grasped by 
the most simple and untutored 
mind. It ia a mistake to assume 
that the average person is in 
capable of serious thinking.

It should be the aim of the 
true disciple of Gemocracy not to 
be big in his own estimation, but 
to achieve that greatness which 
submerges self in the service of 
mankind—“For the good of all, 
and harmful to none.”
